STRIKE! 


The former Presideot of the 
acnen's- Union,- Ping.san: 
bas ‘been deported the 
Colony. but whether the Govern- 
ment's action will lead to acothar 
strike ir, at the time of going to 

press, uncertain. . 

It ig remoured that the matter 
was discussed at various centres 
last night to get a consensus of 
opirion, but this the Secretary of 
‘the Seamen’a Union denios. He in- 
formed a Telegraph representative 
this morning that 3 meeting will 
probably be held in Canton to 
‘decide what move the various 
guilds shall ‘make in the matter 
of Chago’s deportation. 

Questioned as to whether an- 
other strike is probable, the Sea- 
men’s Union Secretary would 
give no definite opinion. “ There 
roay ba = general strike in the 
course of the next few days,” was 
as far as he would go. Apparent- 
ly, nothing definite will badecided 
until the meeting in Canton. 


Strike Improbable. 


At the time of writing, another 
strike, such as the Colony saw a 
few months ago, does not seem 
probable. It will b> remembered 
that there was some difficolty in 
getting many’ of the various 
guildmen to join in towards the 
end ‘of the seamen’s strike, and 
this time it would no doubt bea 
mneb harder matter to obtain. 
their sympathy. Many struck 
before because they. sympathized, 
with the seaman's cause, bus this 
time the cause is one on which 
varying views are beld. The 
greater number have had their 
cases looked into and their 
working conditjons put on & 
footing which appears to be 
entirely satisfactory. There iss 
great deal of difference between 
aupporting a strike for a better- 
meat of working conditions and 
one solely-as & protest against 
the deportation of an undesirable. 

The seamet’s arguments to 
prove thet Chen is not guilty of 
murder are very weak and yot 
this is all they have to rely upoo.

The Deportation. 


In covnection with Chan's 
deportation, we hear that on 
Sundey ight the crew of the 
Canton night-boat sailing from 
“Honzkong were told that if Chan 
were brought on board they were 
all to walk off. Instructions were, 
however, issued that the crew 
were not toJeave the shin. end the 
boat got away all right, Chan not 
being a passenger.’ The same 
thing occurred on the moning 
and night boats yesterday, but 
as Chan was not put aboard there 
was no interruption of the usual 
service. . 

It is reported tbat last nigbt 


Chan was removed from the 


Central Police Station in s motor- 
car and taken by way of Caine 
Road toe wharf at West Point, 
and that here a launch 
was waiting to convey him to 
Kowloon, where e special train

Union Statement. 


Tha following communication 
in Chinese from the Seamen’s 
Union was handed by one of the 
officials to a Telegraph reporter 
this morning. The views exprest- 
ed therein are of course purel, 
er-:pirle >— 

"To The Hengkong Telegroph;— 
Concerning Chan Pinog-sang, 
President of the Seamen's Union 
and the associated Labour Gailds 
of the Colony. He was arrested 
op the eleventh day of the fifth 
meon in the head office of the 
Labour Association by some 
officers: sent out by the 
Police Department.. He bas uev- 
er done. anything wrong sgainat 
the laws of this Colony, the ides 
of the police authorities in de- 
taining him being that 
murdered his concubine and that 
be was not a proper man to leave 
at Yarge in the Colony. Trdid 
matter from their point of view 
whether that crime was commit- 
ted in Canton or elsewhere. 

“We think it should be known 
that even in Canton Caan is re- 
garded as an innocent man. It 
was true that im the firat instance 
he was convicted, but that cono- 
viction was not upbeld by the 
Canton Government. [fin Canton 
he’ is Tegarded as a ‘free 
man, why should not he ba 
regarded as free here also? 
Surely the legal viewpoint of the 
two Goveroments is the same. 
Recently when the settlement of 
the strike was discussed one of 
terms of the agreement was that 
the officials of the Union should 
not be penalised. This term was 
subscribed to in the presence of 
and witnessed. by the Canton 
Commissionar for Foreign Affairs, 
the British Consul-General of, 
Canton as well as the abipownors. 
This term is now being violated. 
We would like to enquire from 
the Hongkong Government as to 
whether those terms were sacred 
to them or otherwise. 

Yesterday the representatives 
of all tbe associated Labour 
Guilds, coosidering that the 
Hongkong Government had 
broken its pledge end being in 
general dissatisfied with the pro- 
ceedings that had been taken, 
joined in’’a procession to the 
Secratary for Chinesp Affairs in 
order to obtsin his release.

The Common Law of 
Wife and Husband. 


The presumption that a marri- 
ed woman who commits & ¢rine 
in the presence of her bushand 
has been “coerced” by bim is 
founded on the oll common law 
of the realm, writes 3 legal cor- 
tespondent ‘in the Mune hester 
Guardian. Tha statement that 
it is as old as King Joho means 
that it dates: back to a time

* Sermon that Beeame an” 
“ Address,” 


Sishop Welldon, Dean of Dur- 
ham, was announced as the 
special preacher at Clapham 
Congregational Cnrurch last 
month. He took, part in the 
service, bot ha did not preach. 

Instead he geve an “address.” 
and if isamounted to very much 
the same thing there was this 
advantage about the rearrange- 
meat--it -ensbled the Dean of 
Durham courteously to avoid a 
conflict with the Bishop of South- 
wark. 

There is an old tradition that 
no clergyman shall preach out of 
the diccesa to which he is accred- 
ited without the consent of the 


bishop of the diocesa which he is} 


visiting and the power of preserv- 
ing that tradition rests in the 
hands of the incumbent of the 
parish ia which he i: 
to preach. 

This tradition was called into 
practice for the occasion at Clap- 
bam,and Bishop Welldon com- 
plied with itin the letrer, if not 
in the spirit. 

He sat in the choir seats dur- 
ing the servica wearing no robes, 
and the minister of the church, 
the Rev. G. Stanley Russell, 
after briefly explaining the 
difficulty that had arisen, him- 
selt preached a short sermon and 
then brought the. service form.

Then Bishop Welldon went to 
the vestry, donned his official 
robes and ascended the pulpit.

The Conference 
reassembled on Mondsy-morning 
with tha greatest esgerness 10 
continue the discussion of the 
organisation of the National 
Christian Council, a topic which 
had been first presented on Friday. 
Tt was felt by all that tho irsaa 
raised by Dr. Hoste in his pro- 
posal that some sort of essential 
doctrinal safeguards be introduc- 
ad into the constitution of the 
Council presented the Council 
with a very direct issue, thedebate 
over which gave promise of being 
full of vigour, since differenres 
of opinion on the question raised 
were very marked. During tho 
relaxation which the majority of 
Conference delegates enjoyed on 
Saturday and Sondey, the 
Business Committee had laboured 
incessantly to find a solution of 
the problem raised which would 
be adequate to meet the situation 
and might be acceptable to “all 
parties. The solution found was 
reported at the beginning of the 
session on Monday in the form of 
aresolation prepared and mored 
by the Business Committee. The 
satisfactory nature of this resolv- 
tion was indicated Dy the fact 
that Dr: Hoste immediately came 
to the platform to second it, 
suggesting that it be adapted 
by acclamation. The Confer- 
ence immediately realised that 
the question containing the 
grestest potentialities for rous- 
ing conflict and division hed 
been solved and brokec into the 
Doxology immediately following 
the taking of the vote. The 
Resolution on Faith, which is to 
be embodied in the resolution 
appointing the National Christian 
Council, is as follows:— 

“Before submitting tho 
resolution appointing 2 
National! Christian Council the 
Business Committee willsubmit 
the following for adoption by 
the Conference. ; 

“ «A proposal hasbeen made 
to the Conference that # 
doctrinal statement expressing 
fundamental Christian beliefs 
should be embodied in the res- 
olution appointing » National 
‘Christian Council. ; 

‘We the members of the Con- 
ference joyfully confess our 
faith, in, snd renew our allegi- 
ance to, God the Father Al- 
mighty, Jesus Christ His Soo, 
Our Lord and Seviour, who 
loved us and gave himself for 
our sine, and the Holy Spiris, 
the Lord and Giver of life: and 
acknowledge our loyalty to the 
Holy Scriptures as the supreme 
guide of faith and conduct, 
and to the feodamectal 
Christian beliefs held by 
the churches’ to which 
we severally belong. "The Con- 
ference however is not cou- 
stituted as a cburck council 
with authority to pass upon 
questions of doctrine and of 
church policy or to draw ups 
credal or doctrinal statement 
ofany kind.

A “Legitimist”’ Invasion. 


Fortber details of the raid of 
brigands into British territory at 
Namkban, in the Shan States of 
Upper: Burma, show that the 
raiders, about 500 in number

second son.of the late K-ng 
Theetaw, who professed to be 
trying to recover the kirgdom of 
Burma from the British, who 
annexed it in 1885." . 


The Prince burned the Ameri- 
can Baptist Mission st Namkbao 
and sacked the village of Muse, 
but Dr. Harper, of the Mission, 
was able to communicate with 
the British authorities. Captain 
Anderson, with the Burma 
Military Police, efter a stiff fight 
put the rebels to flight, killing 20 
of them. Captain Anderson was 
savetely wounded,” but.

As far as could be judged from a 
casual inspaction, the premises 
are exgellently-constructed when 
judged by the ordinary Western 
standard, while by comparison 
with the hovela,down in the 
hollow they are palatial, The 
buildings are fairly lofty and 
siry, the streets are of good 
width, and the pavement along 
the more developed side of the 
maio road is equal to, if not bet- 
ter fhan, anything in Hongkong 
iteelf. In this new saction may 
be seen the« more enterprising 
Chinese, while down fn the 
hollow their stagnant brethren 
seem content to keep on as did 
sheir ancestora for more gener- 
jations back then even a Chinese 
could trace. This is progress to

On 
behalf of tenants we appeal for 
the publication of those proposed 
amendments as soon as is 
possible. 


A Robber-Infested Area. 


Generally speaking, we can 
pride ourselves: that Hongkong is 
a well-administered and an 
orderly colony. - There are black 
spots. At Yaumati not many 
days pass without a bold-up, 
burglary. collision with the 
police, or fracas of some descrip- 
tion. Occasionally, too, we are 
startled by some-.more daring 
exploit, as whem robbers actually 
held up a merchant on a tram 
last year. Thesa things are not 
astonishing when it is remem- 
bered that theré is a native 
population of six to seven hundred 
thousand, and that the majority 
of the offences take place in 
outlying districts. The condition

HONGKONG PLAGUE. -
